The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Hori teaches a Pt-Rh promoted Ce.75Zr.2502 catalyst made by incipient 
wetness impregnation. The initial BET surface area ranged from 28-37 m2/g after NM 
impregnation. Hori does not teach the catalytic metal particles consist essentially of an 
alloy of two precious metals selected from platinum, palladium and rhodium. Further, 
Hori does not teach the ceria- zirconia having a ceria content of from 15% to 48.2% and 
further does not teach the catalytic metal particles having from 10 to 50000 atoms and 
wherein the alloyed precious metals form single particles. 

Sugimoto teaches metal particles for catalyst can be obtained by hating metal 
salts in an organic solvent such as tetrahydrofuran with metallic potassium as a 
reducing agent. 

Sugimoto teaches the metal particles are normally lyphobic and thus it is often 
necessary to use protective colloid to stabilize them in liquid media. Sugimoto does not 
teach these metal particles ending up in alloy form in single particles on a support or 
that incorporating a protective colloid results in two precious metals forming an alloy in 
single particles which exhibits high activity compared to unalloyed precious metals as 
disclosed in the specification (paragraph 109).
